The purchases 
are made by telegraph, the goods are shi 
immediately, and are delivered at their Euro 
pean destination about as soon as they would 
arrive at New Orleans if ordered from.some 
point on the Upper Mississippi. Time is an 
important element entering into the cost of 
transportation ; every day adds something to 
the expense of moving, and as breadstuffs 
are now bought here, and are never for- 
warded on commission, the transactions are 
prompt and complete, When the means of 
transportation from St. Louis via New Or- 
leans to Liverpool and to the varions ports of 


«France and Germany are so complete and 


thorough that it will be cheaper, time 
and all other things considereg, to move 
breadstuffs by that route to Europe 
than by the Northern lines, then, of course, 
that ronte will be employed; but so soon as 
the river route successful competition 
in the way of cost; so soon will the Northern 
line find the means of carrying as low and as 
cheap as by the river. Thus, during the six 
months of lake navigation, the rates of rail- 
road transportation ave subordinated to those 
by the lake and the canal; if the St. Louis mer- 
chants would so utilize the river route, and

abandon the business, and must perform the 
service at the best rates they can get under 
the competition. | 

Chicago, with ar open lake and continuous 
canal, has no fear of railroad extortions; it is 
when the lake and the canal are closed, and 
the only route héfice is by rail, that oppres- 
sions ean be successfully practiced. The 
fact that the railreads do not suspend trans- 
portation when the lake and the canal are 
open, but are able to reduce their charges 
and successfully Compete with the water 
route, is sufficient to show that, no matter how 
low the cost of transporting breadstuffs by 
barge lines to New Orleans may be reduced, 
the railroads will not permit themselves to 
lose any serious proportion ot their business 
when they can perform the same service for 
the same or less money. 

In the meantime we trust the merchants 
and capitalists of St. Louis will go on with 
their barge enterprise; that they will make 
it so complete and so thorough that they will 
be able to offer transportation to the east. by 
the river route at such rates that the railway 
companies will be compelled to choose be- 
tween the loss of the carrying business or 
perform the seryice at rates not ex- 
ceeding or even less than those offered by 
the water route, The Western country will 
thereby reap the great profit. A reduetion of 
the rate of transpertation between St. Louis 
and New York eqtal to five cents ver bushel 
will enable the mierchants ef St. Louis to 
pay producers fiyée cents per bushel more fer 
their grain, adding that much to their general 
profit, instead of taking it from them and 
giving it to the transportation companies,

THE GERMAN WAR PREPARATIONS. 

In our last issue we gave a running account 
of the German maneuvres condensed from 
the interesting dispatches sent to the Lon- 
don Times by its Berlin correspondent. In 
his latest dispatches, just at hand, he Iindulges 
in some generalizations, the substance of 
which will be of interest as throwing new 
light upon tue pertectiog, und immense 
strength of that army. f 

One of his most pertinent comments 
touches the great progress made in the 
artillery service, Which now holds the fore- 
most place among the artillerjesof Europe. In 
1866 the Prussian artillery was badly equipped 
and badly handled, and the cavalry hardly 
moved faster than the infantry, but in the next 
campaign the artillery won as high renown 
as the French did at Wagram. This great 
improvement in these two arms,“ says the 
Times’ Correspondent, “has been due to the 
constant care of the German officers, who are 
never content to rest idle or to be satisfied 


‘with results already achieved. After every 


campaign and every maneuyre, careful note 
is taken of any failing or errors, and every 
possible improvement is considered and 
weighed. From foreign armies they are by 
no means loath to learn, and they seek as 
eagerly for lessons in the results of Plevna 
or Adrianople as from the parade grounds 
of Potsdam or Chalons.” As instances orf 
the way they make improyements the follow- 
ing are interesting; In 1866 the needie- 
gun did good service, but in 1870 
the French Chassepots were superior to 
it, whereupon the Germans at once adopted 
an improved breeehloading gun. Now they 
are considering the question of arming the 
troops with a magazine weapon, and a rifle

The returns of all experts of domestic 
merchandise show that the balance of trade 
is still largely in favor of the United States. 
The figures show that an increase in the 
amount exported still continues. The total 
exports of domestic merchandise for the first 
seven months of 1880, as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1879, show that in 


products aggregated $476,078,274, as against 
$386,788,726 in the same period of 1879. 
LIVE-STOCK. 

There was a very notable increase in the 
exports of horned cattle,—the value exported 
in 1880 being $11,046,723, as compared with 
$4,925,267 for the same time in 1878.

, BRICKS WITHOUT STRAW. 
The success of “A Fool’s Errand” was 
phenomenal. It was probably as much of a 
surprise to author and publishers as to the 
public. As usual it led to a number of imita- 
tions, and political novels were multiplied 
until their name was legion. That no one of 
them was as successful as the prototype was 
a matter of course, just as nothing since 
“Uncle Tom's Cabin equaled the success 
and fame of that remarkable book, until “A 
Fool’s Errand came to, if not take its place, 
at least to share with it, on equal terms, the 
popular favor. It was a novel with a pur- 
pose, and the fact that the purpose was made 
of more importance than the novel did not in 
any manner affect its good fortune. More- 


over, it was rrative of personal ex- 
perience; it statement of facts; the ro- 


mance was b inly disguised medium for 
telling truths almost incredible and ad- 


ventures most thrilling, vouched for by the

race, although often told before and sworn 
to, roused popular indignation and awakened 
those who had hitherto refused to listen. So 
that the purpose of the book was accom- 
plished, its success wonderful, and the author 
of “Poinette” and “Figs and Thisties”’ 
sprang at once into achieved greatness.” 
Stimulated by the success of “A Fool’s 
Errand,’’ Judge Tourgee has written au- 
other novel with a purpose, and we are very 
much mistaken if “ Bricks Without Straw” 
does not attain equal popularity with its pred- 
ecessor from the same pen. It is equally 
well written, equally interesting, equally 
startling in the facts and experiences it re- 
cites, equally thrilling in portions, and en- 
forces another branch or department of the 
lesson which the other sought to teach. It 
has perhaps less originality. The “fool” 
who went South was a man,—a soldier seek- 
ing to make his home among the conquered ; 
to befriend the recently-emancipated race in 
their desire for knowledge and in their ex- 
ercise of their guaranteed rights as freed- 
men. For this he was ostracized socially, 
threatened with assasination, his life at- 
tempted, and by the edict of a band of 
masked cutthroats was doomed to death at 
sight. In “Bricks Without Straw” tne 
„fool“ —if we may be permitted to use the 
term for the purposes of comparison—is a 
woman, or, more accurately. a young girl, 
Mollie Ainslie, who, being South for her 
health, takes charge of a colored school. She

Every form of law is employed to harass 
and annoy the peaceable settlers, whose 
crime is the color of their skin, whose offense 
is their thrift and their eager anxiety for an 
education, whose impudence“ consists in 
their daring to exercise the rights of free- 
men which they had won with their blood 
and prized more than their lives. And their 
self constituted judges are these same 
masked Southern gentlemen,” called in- 
differently “Regulators” or “Ku-Kiux,” 
whose gallant, heroic deeds are done under 
cover of the night. These are comments de- 
duced from the facts narrated. That they 
are facts and not fiction is warranted by the 
authorities cited and the statements of the 
writer. In “A Fool’s Errand” John Savag 
the quondam enemy, becomes the firm frien 
of the fool,“ and ultimately accepts his 
political views. So Hesden Le oyne 
acknowledges his errors and C- 
comes the wise friend and counselor. 
Col. Jordan Jackson finds his pro- 
totype in Col. Ezekiel Vaughan. 
In “Bricks Without Straw” the colored 
men Nimbus and Eliab Hill are samples of 
the higher grades of their race, gifted with 
ractical common — anxious for learn- 
, eager students, and in their way philos- 
ophers. They have a more prominent place 
than Old Jerry in the first book. Both noveis 
have a little love story, or romance, holding 
together the threads of practical wisdom. 
This feature is perhaps better developed in 
the later work than in the former, and is 
made more prominent. Both seek to show 
the results of duties neglected and promises 
unfulfilled. With the remedies proposed— 
their wisdom and practicability—as to these 
there may be legitimate differences of opin- 


on. 

The story is a romance of races. It is a 
realistic picture of a peculiar state of society 
where chéracters and incidents are taken 
from life. ‘The scene is, of course, in 
South, on the Hyco, in Horsford County. 
North Carolina. The key to the story, and 
the explanation of the title is perhaps best 
stated on pp. 399-401: . 

The poor, ignorant white men had been unable 
to perceive liberty forthe slave meant ele- 
vation to him also. @ poor, ignorant colored 
man had shown himself, as might well have been 
anticipated, unable to cope with intelligence, 
wealth, and the subtie power of the best-trained 
political intellects of the Nation; and it was not 
strange. They were all alone, and their allies 
were either as poor and weak as themselves, or 
were handicapped with the brand of Northern 
birth. These were their allies,—not from choice 
but from necessity. Few, indeed, were there of 
the highest and the best of those who had fought 
the Nation in waras they had fought against 
the tide of liberty before the War becan,—who 
would accept terms on which the Nation 
gave reéstablisbed and greatly-increased power 
to the States of the South.

To them the State is first, and 
always so far first as to make the country a dim, 
distant cloud, to be watched with suspicion or 
aversion as a something hostile to their State 
or section. The Northern mind thinks of the 
Nation first. The love of country centres there. 
His pride in his native State is asa part of the 
whole. Asa Northerner, he bas no feeling at 
all. He may be from the East, or the West, or 
the Middle, from Maine or Minnesota, but he is 
first of all things an American. Mollie thought 
that the result of the War—defeat and destruc- 
tion—ought to have made the white people of 
the South just such Americans.

It would be impossible for Mr. Green, or any- 
body else, to write a complete English his- 
tory Within the limits to which he has re- 
stricted himself. Volumes have been writ- 
ten on topics and on periods to which the 
author has been unable to devote more than 
a few pages. But Mr. Green’s Um has been 
to select events and occurrences of especial 
importance, to give a clear and succinet ac- 
count of them, and to leave tlie reader to 
search the pages of Hume, Stubbs, Freeman, 
and other historians, for the details and elab- 
orations he did not attempt to furnish.

to the United States.” How oddly such a

Last Maya ago I visited Baton Rouge 
to see the cial com of a friend. I went up to 
Donaldsonville on the railroad, and then took 
the mail steamer Katydid for Baton — 
Just below Bayou Goula we took on board a 
considerable number of convicts, with their 
lu spades, shovels, planking, etc. 
Quite a long time was consumed in taking 
all aboard, and, it being something néw to me, 
I was very much interested in every movement 
of manager, and convicts. I will not 
detain you with details, but I know I came to 
the deliberate conclusion, without any exalted 
idea of personal bravery or city, that it 
would be very easy for a proper leader to take 
that batch of convicts and completely over- 
power the guard. In such a movement. of 
course, a few would lose their lives, but most 
of them would certainiy gain their liberty. I 
could not exactly understand the influence that 
kept them under. They crowded the roof of 
our little boat, and I know I was not the only 
passenger who felt a sense of relief when our 
whistie announced the place of disembarkation 
(a few miles below Baton Rouge) of the con- 


victs. 

It was a brilliant m t night, and I had 
seated myself on the bow of the boat to witness 
the disembarkation. The work was nearly com- 

lete, when sudde I heard a voice from the 

uk—* Where is John Smith?" (the exact 
name I don't recollect, but John Smith will do.) 
„Tou John, where are you?” The next mo- 
ment, bang went «a gun or pistol trom the bank. 
Then bang, bang, 2 and Come back here, 
Jonn; you d—d fcol, don’t you know you can't 
get away?” ‘Then bang, bang, bang, bang. 

For the moment I was bewildered, but soon I 
saw that these shots had been fired at some one 
in the water and near the bow of the boat. Then 
Isaw plainly the headand shoulders of a man 
swimming for the east bank, and about forty 
feet out and above the boat. Then came re- 
newed orders, mingled with terrible oaths, for 
John to return, and bang, bang, bang, bang. 
In the meantime John would dive when the 
shooting would begin, rising a few feet be- 
yond, and again buffeting the strong cur- 
rent, for, strange to say, instead of drifting 
by the current to the outside of the boat, he 
kept his headway above her. The moment I re- 
covered * (and it was while John was div- 
ing from shots) I cried out: “ Stop shooting. 
Don’t kill him. It is outr us. He can’t get 
away. Send a boat out and pick him up.” A 
hand standing by me said: “ This packet has no 
boat of any kind.” Then I said: “Captain, 
follow him with your boat.” Bang, bang, bang, 
bang, and John siowly sank about 100 feet from 

. Then we drew in our plank and 
steamed away amid remarks from the guard on

MET WITH THE SAME FATE. 

He had been a Captain in Frank P. Blair's oid 
regiment of Missouri volunteers, and had a fine 
War-record. He had drifted down to Louisiana 
at the close of the War, and., while intoxicated, 
had committed some offense which, sent him to 
the Penitentiary. He was sent into a swamp to 
labor with the negro convicts. He was pros- 
trated with afever and unfitted for labor. He 
was charged with playing ot.“ was tied up and 
flogged until he was dead. His body was rolled 
over into a ditch,a few shovels fullof earth 
thrown over him, and this wasall. The tale was 
told months later bya returned convict. The 
main points were denied by the drivers and 
guards, who fell back on the customary query, 
* Who would take a convict’s word?” 

The facts were carefully investigated by the 
New Orleans Republican newspaper at the time, 
and given tothe public in the columns of that 
feariess sheet. It was brought up in the Legis- 
lature, then in session, und a committee ap- 

inted to investigate the case; but nothing, I 

lieve, ever came of it, owing to the powerful 
lobby influences brought to bear. But, between 
that time and this, it is known that some

had. 

These disclosures, however, lead to the ques- 
tion why such things are allowed to exist; or, 
rather, when such a state of affairs was in- 
augurated. Previous to the War the State Peni- 
tentiary was self-sup ing, well governed, and 
economically administered; and, just about 
the time the War closed, some $500,000 was 
invested in machinery for carding and spinning 
cotton and making cotton 8,—an enterprise 
then new in the State, and competing with no 
established industry. The laws regulating the 
institution were clear and explicit, and are in 
substance the snme as Government institutions 
of the kind. The law of 1868, especially, is still 
ye on the statute-book, and reads as 

ws: 

Revised Statutes, Sec. 2,855.—The convicts may 
be employed in such manufacturing, mecban- 

cal, and. other labor as the lessees may deem 
proper; but no convict shall be employed with- 
out the walls of the Penitentiary. 

In 1868 a ring of speculators convinced the 
Commanding General that it would be better 
for the State to be rid of the responsibility of 
this institution; and that the labor of the in- 
mates could be more profitably employed on the 
levees and other public works. 

GEN. W. 8. HANCOCK, 

then in command of this Military Departmen 

was induced to see the point, and, by virtue o 
his office as supreme ruler of the people, 
and in direct violation of the visions of the 
law prohibiting the working of convicts outside 
of the prison-walis, as noted aboye, entered into 
a contract with Messrs. John M. Huger and 
Charles Jones., in which special permission was 
granted to remove the convicts without the 
Walls, and place them at work on the levees.

But, Paris 
or Naples. it were an injustice to forget Ant- 
werp. Let no sight-seer abroad, under any pre- 
text of haste whatsoever, neglect to visit this 
famous city; for, once seen, its memories haunt 
you long after the lace-like spire of its Minster 
has been lost in the distance. You cannot—nay, 
you would not—drive the memory from your 
heart.

During two hours of the early morning we had 
been enjoying the ride up the Maas. The first 
sight of land is of a flat, shallow strand, which, 
on approach, seems as if each lash of the surf 
might sweep it away. The shadowy arms of a 
distant windmill, floundering about, emerge 
from the haze, and interminable avenues of 
square-headed trees, looking each as if it had 
been trimmed by a gardener, begin to rise from 
the low, bright-green plains, as we enter the 
river from the North Sea. For the wide waste 
of water has becn substituted a waste of pasture 
as wide, as boundless, and as green. Percy 
Lindley, an observant traveler, calls them 
“dead flat banks, fringed with waving grass, 
and sparsely dotted with stunted trees. Then,” 
suys he, “a windmillortwo. Then a stork sol- 
emniy balancing himself on one leg, and grave- 
ly contemplating the airy prospect around him. 
Then more flat banks with wav grass, more 
stunted trees, more wiadmilis, and more storks. 
At last a cluster of trim cottages with 
prim hedgerows and  precisely-cut 
whereof the respective trunks, stems, 
walls are colored sky-biue edged with 
white.

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‘SINTON’S INVENTION. 


His Smoke-Consumer on Trial at the 
Cincinnati Water- Works—The Success 
of the Device Acknowledged.

When it was announced in the publie prints 
some six months ago that Mr. David Sinton, 
the millionaire, had invented a smoke-con- 
sumer, there was general incredulity in re- 
gard to anything practically useful in it.

chamber over two 
feet deep and enoukh wider than the boiler 
to allow the heat to encircle half its diameter. 
Near the extreme end of the boiler is another 
arch bowing up to near the boiler, leaving 
eight or ten inches of space for draft into 
the chimney-stack. These four arches and 
the l heat chamber constitute the whole

The reduetion of the National debt for the 
last month is stated at $8,947,891. Since June 30 
the reduction has amounted to $26,573,112. This 
reduction is sure steadily to continue unless the 
calamity of a change of Administration should 
befall the country. 

The State Board of Equalization is about to 
adjourn. They increased the Cook County as- 
sessment 21 per cent over the local Assessors’ 
figures. The capital stock of corporations is 
equalized at $2,200,000, and railway property at 
$44.601,815. 

The Merchants’ Savings, Loan & Trust Com- 
pany are paying theirstockhoiders a quarterly 
dividend of 3 per cent. Fortunate stockholders, 
considering the low rates of interest now realized 
on securities. 

Just at this time a large number of people are 
engaged in cutting coupons. The amount of 
money to be distributed on Government iuter- 
est, ou railway and municipal and other bonds, 
bank dividends, etc., will be told in scores of 
millions of dollars. Reinvestors are likely to 
have a hard time of it. 

Business at the Chicago banks was steady, 
with very little if any change in any depart- 
ment. Country orders for currency are in fair 
amount, and several report considerable offer- 
They come froma wide range 
of country, showing that the fall business be- 
gins to make itseif felt. The amounts, however, 
do not show much activity in forwarding 
the surplus in the bands of producers. 
Farmers are holding their surplus  hop- 
ing for a more active demand at better 
prices. They know about the shipping 
of wheat to Odessa; about the reasonable de- 
mands likely to de made from several Conti- 
nental countries; about the unsatisfactory con- 
dition of the English harvest; and, whether they 
judge correctly or not, they seém willing to 
take the chances, and apparently are holding 
back a large percentage of their surplus. Hence, 
while the volume of business is large, and, on 
the average, steadily increasing, it does not as- 
sume the large proportions, as shown by the 
demands on our bankers, that many, perhaps 
most of them, were led to expect on the Ist of 
October. 

Bank discounts are freely made at former 
figures—viz.: 6@8 per cent for time paper, with 
7 per ont for large extra parcels. In fact, some 
of the banks would probably accept them at 6, 
and possibly a fraction below the lower figure. 

Demand and short time paper is still taken at 
a few of the banks at 4@5 per cent. When the 
packing season commences in good earnest, a 
month hence, this quotation will probably be 
dropped for the wintcr. 

New York exchange is still flat and transac- 
‘tions are limited. The only sales—and they 
were very few—that we could hear of were 
made at 75 cents per $1,000 discount between

Wheat turned downward, prob- 
ably because the news from the Old World was 
more pacific in tone; there certainly was no 
reason for lower prices sofar as commervwial 
news was concerned. Corn was easier Dut 
steady. Oats were higher except on spot, which 
had been excited the previous day unde; a 
pressure to fill September contracts. Rye was 
steady, and barley tame. Pork and lard ranged 
higher, though quoted lower in Liverpool, and 
meats were quoted steady at the decline of the 
previous day. The deliveries on October contracts 
were light, except in lard and corn, and those of 
the latter were much smaller than expected. 
Mess pork closed steady, at $18.20@18.25 for Oc- 
tober, and $12.67%@12.70 for November. Lard 
closed 2\c higher, at $7.80@7.82% seller October, 
and $7.80 for November. Short ribs closed 
steady at $7.90 for October. Spring wheat closed 
gc lower, at ec for October and BY@ 
Ac for November. Red winter closed at #4%@ 
0 for cash in good locations. Corn closed Me 
lower, at 90% e for October, and 40%@40\%c for 
November. Oats closed firmer at 2044@20%c for 
November, and se for October. Kye was 
steady at o cash, and le for November. 
Barley closed at 74c cash or the month, and 750 
for November. Hogs were steady at $4.75@5.05 
for lig ht, and at $4.60@5.40 for heavy. Cattle 
were dull and lower, with sales at $1.75@5.40. 

In the market for staple and fancy dry-goods 


there were no changes. There was a continued 


active movement, and previous prices were well 
supported all around. Clothing, bats and caps, 
and boots and shoes were moving freely, and 
were quoted firm: No important changes were 
noted in the grocery market. Coffees ang sugars 
were again quoted easy, but the weakness did 
not amount to a decline in either case. Teas were 
steady, as were also rice, soaps, starch, sirups, and 
molasses. There was an active demand for but- 
ter, and fully previous prices were being real- 
ized. Cheese also was strong at the advance of 
the day before. The dried-fruit trade remained 
quiet, with no important variation in prices. 
Fish were firm and unchanged. The market is 
bare of whitefish, trout, and codfish, but stocks 
of other descriptions are ample. No changes 
were apparent in the market for bagging, to- 
bacco, leather, coal, and pi¢-iron. Oils were 
active, and prices throughout the list were firm. 

The yard lumber market was active at un- 
changed prices.

The boys were weak on wheat yesterday be- 
cause they say the war is over,“ and they sup- 
posed it probable that Russia will not now want 
to buy much more of the wheat grown in the 
United States.
